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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The 35 USC 1 12 p. 1 rejection is maintained, as 
previously stated the wait control logic does not signal the processor to indicate data is ready to be read the next dock cycle, but rather 
signals when the data is ready. The specification description of "next clock cycle" appears to be in relation to when array 33 signals wait 
control logic 49. It is also maintained that the READY signal of Taylor is equal to the recited (disclosed) wait control logic signal - it 
indicates data is not ready, or is ready in the next cycle if the data is in the cache. Block 24 is an address cache because it stores at leas^ 
the last row address, and comparison is made therewith. At a minimum, all elements in the device are coupled with one another. 
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
